“The struggle against Spain is now 
ended; we commence now on a more 
delicate and difficult task—namely, to 
make imr republican political system 
triumph aud to reconstruct the country. 
“It is not ail easy labor and all men 
who love their country should contribute 
to it, few that reason I cannot retire now 
notwithstanding my 61 years. 
“Most of the officer- aud soldiers went 
into the field obeying my orders: I can­ 
not abandon them until their future is 
assured.
